Washington, Aug. 25.—A" concentric advance of all the Geivman armies toward Paris is probable, the 


Semois river, Longwy, and-the greater part of the Belgian-French, frontier being in German hands, according 
to a wireless dispatch to the German embassy from it.s foreign office received today at Sayville, I/. I., it says'- 


"The German troops facing the French troops defeated them in-bat tie from Aug. 17 to 21. Numerous 


ensigns, more than 150 guns and 10,000 prisoners have been captured. 
Lunevillo has been taken and the 


army of General Joffre broken up, and is no more capable oi'iaction. 


"The German crown prince's army has chased the French west of Longwy. 
The army of the Duke of 


Wuei-temberg, marching through Belgium, has crossed the river Semois,,; completely crushing the advancing 
French army. Numerous guns, ensigns, prisoners and several generals wero captured. 


"The German troops advancing w«st of the river Mouse towards Maubeunge, defeated an English cavalry 


brigade. The ri-uer Semois, Jjoiigwy, and the greater part of the Belgo-Freiich frontier are in hands of the 
Germans. A concentric advance of all the German army toward Paris is probable." 


The German foreign office also advised the embassy that Assistant Secretary Breckenridge of the war de- 


partment, who went on the cruiser Tennessee to aid in distributing funds to Americans, "praises the attitude 
of the German people toward Americans and declared it a duty to inform Americans of the victorious German 
armies and of the excellent spirit of the German nation."

Epinal, all of which are strong- fortresses and ai-e interspersed- with 
smaller works such as Tjianville.l Cironville and Jouy-Sons-Les 
Cotes. 


Behind these, lines another strong- line of fortifications from St. Quen- 
tin in the north through Laoii and Reims to the .Great

The English newspapers declare that both the English .and Rus- 


sians are determined to "fight to a fiujsh" whatever the outlook may 
be at present.

Fishskin Dresses. 


Among the most curious as well as 


wonderful of garments are the fish- 
skin dresses worn by wealthy women 
of the gold tribe along the Amur river 
in east Sibena.

The dresses mention- 
ed are composed of seyeral layers of 
fishskin, the undermost representing 
the skm of the garment proper, the up- 
permost showing the ornaments m 
their cutout forms.

two layers there is another layer that 
sen es to thiow out distinctly the beau- 
tiful qualities of the ornaments. 
The 


pieces of fis-hskm that form the orna- 
ments are usually blue. The front and 
back of the dress are adorned with 
these cutout pieces of fishskin sewed 
with fishskin thread. 


Only Jar of Its Kind. 


Horace Walpole tells a lively story 


of an old porcelain vender who had an 
exceedingly rare and valuable jar on 
which he set an almost fabulous price. 
One hot summer a slight volcanic 
shock, such as the British isles occa- 
sionally experience, jogged his house 
about his ears and split the porcelain 
vase.

The Pas- 
tor's topic was from a text we have 
never ^before heard discussed in the 
pulpit—"Then shall appear the sign of 
the Son of Man in heaven; and then 
shall all the tribes of the earth mourn, 
and they shall see the Son of Man 
coming in the clouds of heaven with 
power and great glory."—Matt. 24 30. 


The speaker pointed out that various 


suggestions have been made by schol- 
ars respecting the Mmport of this 
prophecy by the Master. Some guess- 
ed that the sign would be a Cross in 
the sky. Others thought that it would 
be Christ himself, who wouic! appear 
in some wrathful form to humanity, 
causing dismay. 


The Pastor surmised that his hearers 


had read the published reports of his 
sermon of last Sunday respecting the 
Second Coming ot Christ in its two 
phases—the Parousia, or invisible pres- 
ence, followed by the Epiphania. or 
bright-shilling in flaming flre, or judg- 
ment. He asked his hearers to remem- 
ber the findings of last week—that we 
cannot say that the sign of the Son of 
Man in heaven will be His Parousia. 
On the contrary, the Parousia of Christ 
will not be known to the tribes,/or 
families, of the earth in general, but 
will be known only to the most saintly 
ones of the Church of Christ. Conse- 
quently, the sign of the Son of Man 
must in some sense stand related to 
His Epipbania, or shining forth in the 
"naming lire" of judgment, which, the 
whole world of mankind will recognize. 


The hearera were reminded that tut* 


word "sign" is of broad, meaning 
for distance, cr«p_e,JlRU 
ing; the Cross represents Christianity 
the Crescent, Mohammedanism, 
in 


other words, a sign is merely an indl 
cation. So when we read of the "sign 
of the Sou of Man In heaven," th 
thought might properly be (hut some 
thing will occur indicative of the pres 
ence of the Sou of Man^that He baa 
taken to Himself His great power and 
has begun His Reign. Since the Son 
of Man is to be revealed In flaming fire 
taking vengeance, It follows that this 
sign must be some sign of vengeance 
some indication of righteous indigna- 
tion against wrong. 


The question, then, arises, How would 


such a sign, or indication, appear in 
the sky, in the heavens?* The Pastor 
replied that this is not the thought On 
the contrary, he urged his bearers to 
remember that the Bible repeatedly 
uses the words heaven, mountain, sea 
In a symbolical manner—the earth rep 
resenting organized society; the moun 
tains representing' kingdoms, as the 
backbones of this organized society 
the seas representing the restless 
masses of humanity, continually seek- 
ing to swallow up the social "earth." 
In the same symbolic terms the heav- 
ens represent the ecclesiastical pow- 
ers of the world—churchianity. 
The 


sign appearing in the heavens, the 
Pastor believes, signifies that the be- 
ginning of Christ's judgments will fal 
upon the ecclesiastical systems of our 
day. 
The flaming fire of judgments 


will first manifest itself in ecclesiasti- 
cal affairs'and circles 


Mankind will gradually,become awak- 


ened to the thought that a new Gov- 
ernment is in control, and that its pol- 
icy frill be the law of "judgment to the 
line and righteousness to the plum- 
met." Since unrighteousness is preva- 
lent as a result of man's fallen condi- 
tion, the consciences of the whole world 
will be awakened, quickened: and fear, 
dread, will come upon all classes every- 
where. This will be not only because 
they will see the primary sign of 
Christ's righteous judgments in reli- 
gious circles, but because they will see 
Him coming—drawing nearer and near- 
er in judgment; and they will recognize 
that they, too, must shortly be in- 
volved. Hence there will be mourning 
because of Him. 


Furthermore, it will be remembered 


that all the families of the earth have 
very crude and incorrect A lews of Mes- 
siah and of tlwToblect of His Second 
Coming and Kingdom. The "doctrines 
of devils," brought into the church 
creeds during tue Daik Ages, have so 
m.idp void the Word of Ood rhnt the 
majority or mankind rear the AJmigniy, 
dread Him as their Almighty Foe, in- 
stead of realizing Him to be the God of 
all grace and the Father of all mercies, 
"from whom cometh every good and 
perfect gift" 


The eyes of the world have been 


blinded, to the jrooduess of God. Ter- 
rible dread in the hearts of humanity 
will lead to the wail of fear as they 
perceive Christ's righteous judgments 
encircling all the earth— 


"The signs and groanmgs promised 
To precede a second biith." 


Not knowing of a "second birth" and 
all the glorious blessings which Mes- 
siah's Kingdom is designed to bring to 
mankind, human hearts "will be filled

"The H«av«n« Being on Fir«." 


St Peter apparently described this 


sign of the Sou of Man In the heavens, 
revealed in flaming fire. His words are, 
"The heavens being on fire shall be dis- 
solved," and "the earth also [shall take 
flre] and the works that are therein 
shall be burned up." (2 Peter 3:10-12.) 
Let us not make the mistake of oui 
forefathers in supposing that these de- 
scriptions mean a literal burning of the 
literal earth./Let us, on the contrary, 
realize that the symbolical earth and 
the symbolical heavens are to catch 
fire and pass away with a great com- 
motion, while the physical earth will 
remain practically as it is, and will be- 
gin to undergo the transforming influ- 
ences of Restitution under the new 
King, the Restorer of all things—Jesus 
and His glorified Church. 


It will be noticed that St. Peter men 


tions the flre as coming to the heavens 
before it reaches the earth, in just the 
same order that Jesus stated the mat- 
ter. The sign, jpanlfestation, of the 
flaming flre of judgments will appear 
in the heavens; and subsequently the 
sign of the Son of Man in judgment 
will be seen coming nearer and nearer 
to earth's affairs, with a view to purg- 
ing them absolutely from everything 
sinful, selfish, unjust. 
x 


We are told that the elements will 


melt with fervent heat We see the 
Capitalistic element and the Labor ele- 
ment separating, the one from-- the 
other. We see the preparations for the 
great conflagration, the great Time of 
Trouble. We sometimes speak of it in 
this language, saying, "Things are get- 
ting very hot" They will presently be 
so hot that spontaneous combustion 
will set in. And the flre of that Day 
will be so extreme and its results so 
drastic as to fulfil the Master's words 
that unless those days of tribulation 
should be shortened no flesh would 
survive. 


But because of the Election, because 


of the Kingdom which will then be set 
up, those days will be shortened— 
brought to an end. 
Nothing will be 


destroyed except that which is in 
jurious. The world-wide results of that 
flaming fire of Divine judgments will 
be corrective, preparing men's hearts 
for the blessings which the Lord is 
prepared then to give. Thus it is writ- 
ten, "When the judgments of the Lord 
are abroad in the earth, the inhabitants 
of the world will learn righteousness.'' 


It will be noted that St Peter, in 


speaking of that Time of Trouble, men- 
tions that the heavensrr-ecclesiasticism 
—will be on/flre first; and" that later, 
the earth—society and its political, 
financial and social organizations— will 
be involved also. 
In harmony with 


this, our text tells that this sign, or 
indication, for the revealing of Messiah 
in flaming flre, will first be in the 
Church. Furthermore, according to St 
Peter's statement, we are to expect 
that the ecclesiastical heavens "will pass 
away with a great noise—a great com- 
motion—before the social order is fully 
reached by the consuming flre. 


The same thought is brought to our 


attention in Revelation, where a wide 
distinction 
is 
made 
between 
the 


nominal church systems, called Baby- 
lon, and the true Church, which is 
admonished in advance to come out of 
Babylon and to stand in personal rela- 
tionship to God through Christ This 
general call, which belongs to the end 
of the Age, before the judgments come 
upon Babylon, reads, "Come out of 
her, 
My people, 'that ye be not par- 


takers of her sins, and that ye receive 
not of her plagues." The intimation is 
that as sqgn as the loyally obedient 
have been gathered out at Babylon 
some drasflc "trouble wfli Come upon 
her. 


We should not apply this term "Bab- 


ylon" to individuals, but to great sys- 
tems, outwardly having a form of 
godliness, but really misrepresenting 
the Divine character, the Divine Plan, 
the true teachings of the Bible. Of 
course, the individuals identified witn 
the systems have more or less respon- 
sibility, according to their official posi- 
tion and their intelligence. In similar 
proportion these individuals may have 
tribulations in conjunction with the 
fall of Babylon. We" do not under- 
stand the term "Babylon" to be ap- 
plied Scripturally to any sect or party. 
but rather to refer to the general con- 
glomeration of systems nnd denomina- 
tions. Likewise, when reading of the 
utter destruction that is to come upon 
Babylon, we are to differentiate be- 
tween the systems and the individuals 
connected with those systems. 


The judgments of the Lord are not 


designed to crush or destroy humanity, 
but to destroy utterly the systems of 
error, bondage and superstition which 
have fettered humanity and hindered 
them from fuller progress and develop- 
ment in the knowledge and favor of 
God. 
With the fall of the greaf sys- 


tems (Babylon, confusion) men's eyes 
will begin to open: the blind will begin 
to "see out of obscurity" (Isaiah 29:18). 
As a result, the high praises of God 
will arise ns a sweet savor. 


The fall of Bnhvlon is declared ta 


rome speedily, suddenly—figuratively. 
In aa hour." The descriptions of her 
fall are various. In one place we read 
that she shall be utterly burned with 
ire. The same symbol 'of fire is used 
by St. Peter in referring to the same 
trouble and destruction. 
In another 


jlnce we read that Babylon shall be 
cast like a great millstone into the sea 
nnd be found no more at all. 
; 


"Every Eye Shall See Him." 


Throughout this Gospel Age. the 


Lord's people have with the eye of 
faith recognized Jesus as their Redeem- 
er and Deliverer. 
But comparatively 


'ew have hud such eyes of faith and 
Ituderotanding. The majority, as the 
Apostle declares, are blinded by Satan 
and by error, and fail to get & proper, 
true view of Christ. Jle aays that

state platform convention in session 
here' today, lauded the administra- 
tions of President Wilson and Gov- 
ernpr Cox. 
He reviewed the laws 


enacted during the Cox administra- 
tion and declared that "the transfor- 
mation which has been wrought in 
Ohio 'has 'been so thorough, so rap* 
id and so Tevolutiouary, that some 
citizens of the state stand aghast, and 
by their frank amazement, furnish a 
high testimonial to the many and 
searching- reforms. 


"ISome of you," the chairman said, 


"must conduct the campaign upon 
the platform here to foe adopted and 
others of you, if elected to your re- 
spective otfices, will be dharged with 
the duty, either of embodying this 
platform into legislature form Or ot 
executing such legislation when 
it 


shall have been enacted. Therefore 
you must carefully consider the dec- 
laration of principles which you are 
to submit to the electorate of 
the 


state lor the democracy of Ohio, in 
tlhe last two years, has set an exam- 
ple ot fidelity to campaign pledges 
and pre-election promises, the equal 
of which has never been known to 
American- politics." 


Speaking of President Wilson, the 


former governor said: 


"Woodrow Wiilson, today, through 
the great results he has achieved and 
by 'his purity of purpose and nobili- 
ty of soul, is the most conspicuous 
figure in the world—the calmest, t'he 
most sagacious, the best poised and 
most highly admired." 


Concerning taxation 
he 
said: 


"Turn your attention to the string- 
ent acts upon the subject ol taxation 
which, added to laws along the same 
line enacted by the preceding Dem- 
ocratic legislature and governor have 
enabled the present administration 
to add over $1,500,000,000 to the 
tax duplicate.

He couldn't tall because 


the stairway was so narrow.
